3A and 4 
has a rectangular frame wire 132 of which opposite sides are coupled with a plurality of 
connection wires 133. Since the frame wire 132 and the connection wires 133 have a 
predetermined diameter, they are not easily bent even though an external force is exerted 
thereon. Alternatively, the press plate 130 may also be made of a generally rectangular 
transparent synthetic resin plate 132, as shown in FIG. 3B. 
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
